CHARLEY PARKHUftST. 


The story of Charley Parkjmrst, the 


noted California stage-driver, reads more 
Kke a romance than it does like a verified 
tale of real life. San Erancisco papers 
give* us Very interesting sketches of 
Charley. He first appeared on the box 
seat of the stage-tfoach running from 
Oakland to San Jose; after that, driving 
from Stockton to Mariposa, and again 
from San Juam to Santa Cruz. The stout, 
compact figure of about five feet six 
inches, broader across the hips than 
across the shoulders, the sunbrowned 
lace, beardless sseve a few straggling, 
downy hairs, the bluish-gray eyes and 
Bharp, high-pitched voice, the set but 
not unpleasant features, moved now and 
then with a rare smile, the deliberate 
movement which seems to be a fashion 
of the fraternity, were as familiar to the 
passengers on these routes as the chuck- 
holes in summer. How lie drifted to Cali- 
fornia in the first days of the gold-min- 
ing fever is nojt exactly know?, for in 
that time of hurry, bustle and 'struggle 
the ordinary unassuming man was very 
likely to be overlooked. His true name, 
even, in the light of present circumstan- 
ces, has become a matter of conjecture. 
The generally-accepted story of the late 
Charles Parkhurst is, however, as fol- 
lows: 


Ho was born, it is stated, in New 


^ Hampshire, and worked on a farm with 


his uncle until a quarrel arose between 
the two, when Charley moved to Provi- 
dence, R. I. 
There ho remained for 


gome time as coachman in the employ of 
a Mr. Childs. From Providence he went 
to Georgia, and became a stage-driver, 
continuing in that State and occupation 
for two years. He used further to state 
that one Jim Birch, noticing his capabil- 
'ties as a driver, brought hin> to Califor- 
nia and placed him upon an opposition 
line to drive from Oakland to San Jose. 


Whatever question there may be about 


this story, there is none as to his effi- 
ciency on the driver's perch, nor as to 
. the unfailing nerve that lay beneath his 
ordinary exterior. An incident in his 
early career as a stage-driver will illus- 
trate this. Once in winter, when the 
rain was coming down in sheets, as it 
had been for three days past, and the 


i coach was laboring along through mud 
almost tei the hubs, Parkhurst was 
hailed by a stray wayfarer and told that 
ihe bridge across the Tuolumne river 
•was in a shaky condition, and that it 
would not be wise to risk driving over it. 
Parkhurst answered never a word, butj 
gathering up the lines with one hand, 
he cut the swings and wheelers across the 
haunches with the other, and pushed on. 


__ Soon the swollen stream came in 
Bight. It was swashing and roaring like 
a mill-race. The bridge was next seen, 
and Parkhurst, clearing the' rain from 
his eyes, perceived that, in a very short 
time, there would no longer bo any 
bridge, for it was already shaking on its 
foundation. 
The solitary passenger 


begged of Parkhurst not to venture on 
the creaking structure, but Charley 
setting his teeth together and gathering 
the reins with a firm grip, sent the long 
whiplash curling about the leaders' ears 
and eyes. with so vicious a swing that 
giving a wild leap, they plunged for- 
ward on to the bridge. The planks 
trembled under the horses' hoofs and 
rocked beneath the wheels, but, with a 
final effort, a cheering cry from Park- 
hurst and a flying lash, the opposite 
shore was gained in safety; gained onlv 
just in time, though, for, looking back 
at the turn of the road, the further end 
»f the bridge was seen to sway oVer the 
stream for a moment and then gi tum- 
bling into the waters. 


There were other dangers. on this 


Stockton and Mariposa road than those 
of flood, for highwaymen abounded, and 
one cott}d never tell where progress 
might be stopped by a leveled shot-gun, 
a masked man grabbing the lerier's 
headstall, and the hoarse command to 
throw out the treasure-box. Parkhurst 
had_ not long been running when such 
an interruption occurred. 
The choice 


was offered him, in the gloaming of a 
certain evening, between receiving the 
contents of two double-barreled shot- 
guns and delivering up the contents of a 
strons: chest. Parkhurst looked at the 
figures disguised with hideous-looking 
caps, and masks made out of legs of 
drawers, pulled clown over the face, with 
t^o holes cutr in them for the eyes, nil" 
•was disposed to parley. The ominous 
fingering of two triggers, and the knowl- 
edge that liis little gun -was inaccessible, 
Very nearly decided him. while a pistol- 
barrel inserted in the near leader's off 
ear afforded him convincing proof that, 
for the nonce, discretion wonld be the 
better part of valor. 
Thfe box was 


dropped, but witti it Parkhurst gave the 
•warning that he would not let matters 
stop there, and that some time or other 
the same gentleman, or any of the kind, 
should hear from him in a" less pleasant 
way. 


After that Parkhurst was not only for- 


ever on his guard, but was always on the 
lookout for a chance to get even with the 
load-agents. The chance was not long 
in coming. There was^at1<-«Hifc< time a 
noted desperado known as Sugar Foot. 
Going here and there, terrorizing the 
passengers on a dozen routes, Sugar 
Foot at last decided to change his base 
of operations to the Calaveras road. It 
is probable that he had heard of Park- 
hurst's ' threat, for he associated with 
himself for the enterprise quite a posse 
•f highwaymen, 
: 


. The moment of attack was chosen, the- J 


choice'being influenced by1 the report of 
a heavy booty to be obtained, and while 
Parkhurst was one day driving back 


> home from Mariposa to i Stockton, Sugar 
Foot and his band leaped into the road. 
There was the usual dernahd, the usual 
tactics of wicked muzzle; i pointing at the 
driver, and a rough ham [ at the leaders' 
heads. But there was a change from the 
usual programme whenltarkhurst, draw- 
ing a pwtol, let fly righil and left, and, 
with a pull on the reins md a call to the 
horses, sent them flying through the dis- 
comfited robbers. Charley had aimed at 
the man who appeared tohpad'the gang, 
and had the pleasure or fleeing him clasp 
his hand to his breast arid tumble back- 
ward. 
The shot was fatal to Sugar 


Foot's predatory excursions, for, while 
his companions fled, he: crawled into a 
miner's cabin and gave up his sinful 
ghost 
| 


There are other storieij told of Park- 


hurst to show the daring} conduct of the 
man in (he face of difficulties and dan- 
gers. It is told that onoe, while driving 
a fractious four-in-hand Erom Oakland to 
San Jose, the « -u ran aiway so suddenly 
as to throw Parkhursti from the box. 
Still retaining his grasp on j the lines, he 
was dragged along until he'succeeded in 
turning toe runaways into the chaparral, 
where they caught amon t the bushes and 
stopped. To show theuf admiration of 
the driver's pluck, the passengers^ made 
up and presented himi with a purse 
of $20. 
. 
| 


Again, when drivers were scarce he did 


double duty by driving Iboth ways over 
the road, keecing on thi box night and 
day, and earning double pay for months. 
During his career as stage-driver he was 
kicked by a frisky hbrsc in the left eye 
so violently ae to» destroy the sight, 'it 
was from ftie loss of fthij organ that he 
received 
the 
nickname "Oue-feyed 


Charley," by which he was commonlr- 
called. 
1 


Leaving the Calaveras road, he tool? 


tho position of boss driver on the Oak- 
land and San Jose stage ' road, where, as 
on the Calaveras line, he| made himself a 
favorite with all who traveled with liim 
by liis pleasant, quiet behavior and cool 
resolution. He .added to his reputation 
on the San Juan and Santa Cruz road, 
where he was known as one'of the crack 
•drivers and best whips in California. 


Altogether he sat on | tho stage-coach 


seat for fifteen years, ilnd only aban- 
doned his petty throne when tlie steam- 
horse invaded his province' and he saw 
that Ichabod was written over ,the 
balmy days of staging. Even while 
driving, Parkhurst had occasionally in 
winter time varied his employment by 
following the trade of lumberman. In 
the woods, as behind his. six-in-hand, ho 
gained the name of be.|ng expert and 
thofouglily reliable. The heaviest work 
was never shunned. Ho wielded the ax 
with such vigor and skill that he wa» 
reckoned an A No. 1 woodman. Farm- 
ing, too, was a calling which he seemed 
at home in, so wherfiie stepped down 
from the stage-coach for the last time it 
was not to be shiftless and idle for want 
of any other employment. 


About the year 1858 he dropped the 


whip and reins, and opened a stition and 
saloon on the road between Watsonville 
and Santa Cruz, at Wpoint about half 
way between the Aptos Laguna and the 
first heavy sand hill as you go toward 
Watsonville. At this place he furnished 
the hay and grain for the stage horses 
on contract, got also fair wages per 
month for taking care of the teams, etc., 
and kept liis bar and stopping-place be- 
side. 
Ho smoked, chewed tobacco, 


drank moderately, played! a ijocial game 
of cards or dice for tho drinks, and was 
"one of the boys." Parkhurst, however, 
was never addicted to loose life. 


Though usually cheery and agreeable 


with those into whose Society he was 
thrown, he was always inclined to be 
reticent about his affairs. 
That is, he 


was social, but never comm micative; a 
pleasant but never a joyful [companion. 
He had no particular friends! either on 
the roads on in the fields!, and was not 
disposed to be what is klnowrn as chum- 
my. Especially was he Biot a love-mak- 
er; and petticoats, even when surmount 
ed by a trim bodice andl a pretty face, 
wero without special attractions,. There 
was, at one time, an ownclr of both pet- 
ticoat and face who seemed t4 have made 
a little deeper impression than the rest 
of her sex. Near the ranch on which 
Parkhurst first settled ]|ived a widow 
with an only daughter.

When house-cleaning, be sure and

Carpets should be thorougldy beaten 


on the wrong side first, and then on the 
right, after w Inch spots may be removed 
by the use of ox-gall or ammonia and 
water. 
., When hard-finished walls are calci- 
uiined, the soiled coats should be 
washed or scraped off before a new one 
i?s put on. This is the most disagreeable 
part" of the process.

should be covered, as limr makes spot.' 
that remove with difficulty, especially 
upon black walnut. 


Furniture needs cleaning as much as 


other woodwork. It may be washed 
with warra soap-suds, quickly wiped dry 
and then nibbed with an oily cloth. Tc 
polish it, rub it with rotten-stone and 
sweet oil. Clean off the oil and polish it 
with a chamois skin. For ordinary wood- 
work use whituigi to rub the dirt "off kand 
ammonia. Mortar and paint may be re- 
moved from window glass with hot, 
sharp vinegar. Grained wood should bt 
washed with cold tea, 


In washing painted walls it is a good 


plan to remove from the room every- 
thing that can be injured by-steam and 
then hang'sheets wrung from hot watei 
in the room. 
The vapor, condensing 


on the walls, softens the dirt, which 
may be wiped off with woolen cloths 
wrung from soda water. Ceilings that 
have been smoked by a kerosene lamp 
should bo washed off with soda water. 
If the wall about the stove has been 
smoked by the stove cover the black 
patches with gum shellac and they will 
not strike through paint or calcimine. 


Paint your plastered walls and they 


will not absorb odors. You can easily 
clean them with soda and water. Soaj 
and water spots them. When paper and 
plaster become saturated with effluvia, 
nothing but entire removal will clean 
them. Insedts will not harbor in paint- 
ed walls. Before paint or calcimine is 
applied to walls every crack and crevice 
should be rilled with plaster or cement 
made of one part water to one part sili- 
cate of potash mixed with common whit- 
ing. For tho calcimine put a quarter* of 
a jpound of w.hiK.- glue in cold water over 
might and heat gradually in the morning 
until dissolved. Mix eight pounds of 
wjiiting with hot water, add the dis- 
sqlved glue and stir together, adding hot 
water untii about the consistency of 
thick cream. Use a calcimine brush and 
finish as you go along.

Drinks fjbr ihe Sick. 


In speaking of he annoying thirst of 


fever patients, Dr H. Ik Kane, in his 
"Sick Boom," saj]s: 


Thirst is a very irominent and annoy- 


ing symptom of ft ver, and one that re- 
qui -es a little com ideration. Plain wa- 
ter, when taken be; rond a certain amount, 
is v ay apt to disoi der th^ stomach and 
bowels, especially in fevers where much 
fluid and but littlp solid food is taken. 
Enc ugh water to qiuench the thirst would 
cert ainly be enoug h in mdst cases to dis- 
order digestion, 01 rather, further disor- 
der it, and so impc rtant is the little that 
remains of this fu action fchat we cannot 
affo -d to abuse it. Small jaieces of ice, 
heli: in the mouth, and allowed to dis- 
solve, sometimes answer the purpose, 
but i not in the maj jrity of cases. Up to 
a cdrtain point, thtl action of water taken 
internally, in feve:[s, is excellent; aside 
fron allaying irri Nation by quenching 
thirst, it flushes 
I the kidneys, carry- 


ing off much of| the effete material 
pro iuced by the nigh temperature. It 
has been found tha,t tho addition of cer- 
tain substances to water greatly in- 
cre; ses its power to quench thirst. This 
is especially the c use with acids. One 
drachm of hydroc iloric acid added to a 
quart of water w 11 give it 
sufficient 


acit ity to accompl sh the desired pur- 
pose, while, at the same time, it adds to 
its pleasantness, and sometimes relieves 
nau sea. The use of acids in fevers is 
higlily commeudel by some ^authors, 
and this is, I thiak, the best way in 
whi?h to administer them. The same 
anu unt of sulphurous acid may be add- 
ed 1o a quart of witter when the bowels 
are loose or there is a tendency that 
way. In these cases acidulated barley 
wat :r is-pleasant i nd nourishing. 
The 


same may be said of toast water. In 
constipation, oatmeal water may be used 
in tlie same manner. A few tamarinds 
addfed to a glass of water will often as- 
suage thirst and opjen the bowels gently. 


Dr. Ringer, speaking on this subject, 


say: i: " Although J perhaps1, not strictly 
relevant to our present subject, a fewre- 
mai ks may be made here conveniently 
on the drinks be£ t suited to fever pa- 
tients. To them, I thirst is most impor- 
tant and distressin j, often causing much 
rest essness and irr lability, these in their 
tun often increasing the fever. The ur- 
gen ; thirst must, therefore', be allayed 
but if loft to them.!- elves, to satiate their 
craving, patients will always drink to ex- 
cess, which is very liable to disarrange 
the stomach, imptir digestion, produce 
flatilence 
and eve in diarrhea. Theory 


and experience bo h show that drinks, 
mac e slightly bitte r and somewhat acid, 
slac c thirst most el tectually. A weak in- 
fusi >n of cascarilla or orange peel, acidu- 
late 1 slightly with hydrochloric acid, 
was with Graves, of Dublin, a favorite 
thirpt-allaying drin t for fever patients. -

Skulls and Brains. 


The weight of the brain has often 


been held to be the criterion of the 
mind, though, apart from the want of 
confirmation obtained by investigation, 
there are various theoretical difficulties. 
The brain, whatever other function it 
may have, is undoubtedly a source of 
power supplied to the muscleSj and we 
are ignorant to what extent the activity 
of the muscular system or the size of the 
body may influence that of the brain. 
We know that a muscle grows by judi- 
cious exercise; why, then, should not 
the brain, supplying it with the nerve 
force necessary for its increased duties, 
enlarge pari passu f It may be doubt- 
ful whether we can prove this is so. It 
is, I think, certain that we can not 
prove that it is not so. Dr. LeBon, in 
a work to which I shall refer again, has 
decided that the height of a person has 
an effect, though a very slight one, on tho 
size of the brain. 
He found that the 


influence of the weight of the body is 
greater, but by no n. -ans sufficient to 
account for the variatioi 3 of the brain. 
Another disturbing element is age. It 
has been estimated that after a rather 
uncertain date, say 4.5 years, the brain 
gradually dwindles. 
Again, may not 


some wasting disease preceding death 
cause a sluiuking'of the organ, and may 
net other pathological changes increase 
its density;1 All those sources of error 
must ni.-iko us skeptical as to individual 
results," though, at the same time, wo 
cannot free ourselves from some share in 
the general belief that the weight of tho 
brain is an index of the mind. 


The weight of tho brains of numbers 


of known men, distinguished and other- 
wise, has been cited for and against 
this theory. Cuvier is usually found 
heading the list, with a braifiNveight of 
64.33 ounces. (The average for the male 
is between 49 and 50.) One is struck 
with the apparent propriety that this vast 
intellect should have worked through /r 
heavy brain. Within the last ten years, 
however, a laborer has died in En- 
gland whose brain weighed 67 ounces. 
Of his history and habits little is 
known. 
Though intelligent for his 


rank in life, he apparently gave no 
signs of fitness for j, higher one., 
His most intellectual trait, if I re-

tain. "Chill penury" may have "re- 
pressed his noble rage," if he had any.

The 
late James Fisk, Jr., had a brain weigh- 
ing fifty-eight ounces, surpassing Diui- 
icl Webster, Chauncey, Wright, DupaV- 
tren and a mathematician of the firU 
rank. 
Indeed, all these, except Fisk, 


came after a man who from his socou/1 
year was reckoned an idiot. A cele- 
brated philologist is below the averij>c, 
and a distinguished mineralogist much 
below it. In spite of many exceptions, 
however, we find distinguished men 
most numerous near the top of the list, 
and laborers, criminals and idiots at the 
other end of it. * * *

Remains of Gothic Architecture. 
A'most interesting discovery of a 


beautiful vostige of Gothic architecture, 
in exci llcnt preservation, has been made 
beneath the house at tho southeast cor- 
ner of Leadcnhall, and directly opposite 
Aldgate punip, in London. The arches 
and vaults in tho basement have liither- 
to been used as a storehouse for wood 
and other materials, but the extreme 
beauty ot tho architecture, particularly 
the sculpture and graining, led to an in- 
vestigation. 
After the most diligent re- 


search, it was ascertained to be the re- 
mains of a chapel dedicated to St. 
Michael, and is designated by old his- 
torians as " next Aldgate.'' It appears 
to be ot \ery great antiquity, having 
boon built by Norman, prior to'St. Kath- 
prmo, of tho'Holy Trinity, in the leign 
if Henry I. and his Quc'eii Matliilda, of 
Boulogne, about tho year 1108, and is 
now nearly 780 years old. The chapel 
consists of pillars and arches. Its length 
from north to south is 48 foot, and its 
breadth from east to wost 16 feet. 
Tho 


wills ,iro constructed with oblong blocks 
of chalk, similar to those of Rochester 
Castle. 
The arches aro of stone, the 


keys of which axe beautifully sculptured 
with knots and other devices, and exhib- 
it at a glance the skillful masonry of 
our ancestors. 
Tho chapel has been 


filled with soil and rubbish nearly to the 
capital of the pillars. From the ground 
to the crown of thearchos is 10 feet, and, 
allowinjr tile shafts to be buried 16 
feet, gives a height of 20 feet to the in- 
terior of the building. 
The iron hinges 


and casements are still attached to the 
walls, from wliich circumstance it is con- 
jectured that the structure originally 
stood on the surface, but that in subse- 
quent years the ground outside was 
raised gradually until at last the relic of 
past ages was completely buried. At the, 
southern extremity there is an appear- 
ance of an arched passage in the direc- 
tion of St. Katherine's docks, the site of 
which the priory of St. Katherine's 
formerly occupied.

and then laid siege to the town of BnJi. 
He endeavored by bribes to induce

T/.ivella to turn traitor. Cunning here 
met liis match ; the craftv Snliote pre- 
tended compliance, raid 7>^n lefii Ijiis 
own son, Foto, in Ali Pash.iVhands as a 
hostage. He returned to Suli under

letter of defiance to the Pasha. Ali 
then assailed tho town, and it was IH u 
that the heroism of the Albanian women, 
became -so conspicuous.

siege. She broke open some cartridge- 
boxes with a hatchet, and then loaded 
them on the other women, and, rusliing 
into tho trenches, distributed them 
among the Buliotcs.

she was young, and could have other 
children, and thai she would eat a bit of 
tho roasted flesh of her son rather thjuu 
betray her country.—Blackioood's Afay- 
azinc.

guess is that John Channing, Richard's 
brother, left Dorset because _he could 
not live s>o near the scene of his great 
and awful sorrow, where people, whis- 
pered, ""His brother's wife was hanged 


• and burned." This gra.nd.sire Chanmug 
became ajnterchaut at Newport, but he 
fell on evil days, and at List Jays down 
the burden. His wife gets a little store, 
but was always the lady, and raised her 
cliildren extremely well. William, their 
son, 
took to the law, and rose to some 


eminence. He married Lucy Ellery, 
and from this twain sprang "William 
Ellery Channing. His father died at Jl>, 
and left the desolate little woman io 
bring up nine children.—Lecture of 
Rev. Robert Coltyer. 


A Horrible Sighi. 


The vault of Wesley Methodist Epis- 


copal Church has caved in, exposing to 
view an immense number of bodies, the 
rotted coffins being broken by tho fall- 
ing bricks. Twenty or twenty-five years 
ago, 
when tho ago of sanitary reform be- 


gan, 
the health authorities caused the 


vaults to be closed, and their use aban- 
doned. They were then full. It was 
estimated th"at fully 5,000 bodies had 
been deposited in both. As shelf after 
shelf rotted away and fi 11, under its 
ghastly burde'n, the coffins wero more 
closely packed, the space at the top 
grew larger, and room was made for 
•more shelves. The topmost had reached 
the roof of tho arch when the entrances 
were sealed, and the earth was filled in 
on top. Again and again, in after years, 
the rain made holes through the ground, 
and at the old entrance the arch caved 
in, but the holes were stopped, and no 
more thought of it. A big shed was 
built over the vaults, in place of the 
smaller one that once stood behind it, 
and fifteen or twenty tons of coal were 
dumped in it. The great weight weak- 
ened the arches, and tney fell with a 
great crash.—JVfew York paper.

INSECTS.—The potato beetle has be- 


come such an abundant and troublesome

Paris green 
has been so long and successfully em- 
ployed that it is scarcely necessary to 
explain its mode of application.- Suffice 
it to say that the liquid method is the 
one now generally practiced—that is, mix 
the paris green with water and sprinkle 
it upon the vines. A coffee-pot may be 
converted into a sprinkler by providing 
the spout with an extension and a rose at 
the end. The only source of danger is 
the careless handling, and the poison 
should be kept and used with a full 
knowledge of its nature.

They raised subscriptions, and got 
Fanny Ellsler to give a benefit in aid of 
the fund. Thus supplied with money, 
the managers erected the monument 
and completed it July 2, 1842. 


THE BOOMEBANO.—The boomerang is 


an instrument .used in war and in the 
chase by the aborigines of Australia. It 
is about two feet in length, flat on one 
side and rounded on the other, and is 
made of hard wood bent into a curve 
nearly resembling an obtuse angle. The 
method of using this'remarkable weapon 
is very peculiar. It is taken by one end 
with the bulged side downward, and 
thrown forward as if to hit some object 
twenty-five yards in advance. Instead 
of continuing to go directly forward, as 
would naturally be expected, it slowly 
ascends in tho air, whirling round and 
round, and describing a curved line till 
it reaches a considerable height, when 
it begins to retrograde, and finally 
sweeps over the head of tho projector 
and falls behind him. This surprising 
motion is produced by the reaction of 
the air upon a missile of that shape. 
The Australians are said to be very dex- 
terous in hitting birds and other small an- 
imals, as being behind the thrower they 
aro unaware that they are the object of 
attack.

THE word ~ month is derived from 


moon, and accurately means the time 
taken by the moon in passing through 
its regular phenomena—from ouo full 
moon to another, or from one new moon 
to another. It was naturally the easiest 
division of time to make, and was used 
the world over by all barbarians. The 
next great division of time was tho year 
or return of the seasons. But twelve 
lunations are not enough and thirteen 
are too many to make a year, so various 
expedients were used 
by Assyrians, 


Egyptians, Jews, Greeks, llomaua and 
Chinese to patch the calendar. Julius 
Caesar reformed it altogether, and our 
July is named for him as August is for 
Augustus Caesar. It cannot bo said that 
anybody ever discovered that time was 
reckoned wrong, or that anyone ever 
rectified it as he might a barrel of high 
wines. Chronology was always loosely 
kept. Events were recorOed as "in the 
blank year of the reign of King Tumble- 
bug." 
Official documents still keep it 


up, statutes in England being known, 
for example, as " 14 Victoria," meaning 
a statute passed in the fourteenth year 
of her reign, and even in this country 
proclamations are dated "in, tho year 
* * * of the independence of the 
United States the 
,"
